Cover with meringue of stiffly 
beaten egg whites and one-fourth cup sugar. Brown elightly in a moderate oven, 
Serve cold. If desired, the whole eggs may be added to pudding, the meringue omitted 
and the pudding served cold with cream. 
CARAMEL PUDDING
